“A visitor at one of the world’s great museums is always 

‘struck with the number and variety of vessels that have been 


































“of silver, and especially of earth. The art of pottery has 
-: produced innumerable specimens of taste and beauty, as well 
“as utility, and sometimes.a vessel of clay is worth its weight 
in gold. “In a great house,” such as the mansion of a Roman 
lord, with his almost innumerable retainers and household 
“servants, the number and variety of such vessels would be 
“wery large. “There would be vessels for the kitchen and the 
~scullery, vessels for the banquet hall, vessels for the costly 
‘bedchambers and boudoirs, vessels of richest adorning for the 
-saloons and reception rooms, “some to honor, some to dis- 
onor.” Such a scene might well illustrate the household of 
‘God and the variety. of the vessels in the great house of which 
the Lord is the supreme Proprietor. 











The idea of a vessel suggests at once: 


1 Our Dependence upon Him for Our ‘Save: and

- deeper degradation for a vessel of gold to be used in the scul- 
ery or the hog pen, than for a wooden pail or earthen vessel. It 
s the use which constitutes the honor or dishonor. . And we 
have a great deal to do with the way we:are used. If we con- 
‘stitute ourselves slop pails to hold all the dirty refuse in the 
“seullery, why we shall be allowed to do so. But we must 
“mot expect the Master to use us as drinking vessels either for 
". Himself or His children. Many Christians are open: for any- 
thing the devil or his emissaries choose to pour into them, and 
“they need not wonder if the Lord declines to use them. If we 
hold ourselves for the highest uses, we shall be the more 
likely to be employed as vessels unto honor. We need not 
.. “change our form or place. We can just be clean and empty 
and ready to the Master’s hand. You are all the better be- 
cause you are not like someone else. 
let the Lord use you where He has placed you and in the way 
for which you are better fitted than anyone else.

of course, cleansing from sin. God “will not use an unclean 
vessel. 

The vessel must not. only be cleansed outside, but inside. 
Sometimes we question this. A servant was busy scouring 
a plate-glass window on the outside, but seemed unable to 
remove. the cloud which obscured the light, when the master 
called him in and said, “Look here, the dirt is on the inside of 
the pane, and you may scour all day out there and never suc- 
ceed in cleansing it. You must come inside.” And so the 
vessel must be cleansed within before the Master can use it 
unto honor. 

But the cleansing means more than this. “If a man purge 
himself from these” seems to refer not so much to sin as to 
dishonor. It means, we think, to cleanse ourselves from com- 
mon, ignoble, and unworthy uses, from the trifling earthly 
things that hinder us from the highest service, nay, from the 
old, stale services which leave their stain unless we are ever 
freshened by a daily purging in the cleansing stream. We 
must be purged from dead works as well as from bad works 
to serve the living God. A few drops of stale milk in the 
pitcher will spoil all the fresh milk you can put in. And so 


“we need a constant renewing of the Holy Ghost to keep our 


me fresh and pure. 

. “Sanctified.” This means more than cleansing. This is 
dediation consecration, a setting apart of our life and all 
our being as a vessel wholly belonging unto Him. In a great 
house belonging to some distinguished man the vessels all 
bear the monogram of the proprietor.

A minister once complained to Mr. Spurgeon 
that he had no.souls saved under ‘his ministry.. “Do you 
always preach expecting conversions?” said Mr. Spurgeon. 
“Why no,” said the minister, “I have got so used to not seeing 
them that T should he greatly surprised if they were saved.”

It is to be feared 
that many a minister is doing much the same service for the 
devil as this emissary did that day. 

The spirit of cheerfulness and gladness is necessary for 
effective work. You must have a bright face and an over- 
flowing heart if you are to draw people to Christ. If you 
are continually reproving, threatening, and depressing 
people you cannot win them. The Grecian mothers used to 
sing their children back from the edge of the precipice. If 
they had shouted the child would have tumbled over, but the

reached out and the child ran to her mother’s bosom. Let 
us sing them back from the shores of danger and of death with 


_the love song of the blessed gospel. 


If we would be prepared for every good work we must: be 
ready for service on all occasions and in all places. 
not in the pulpits merely that souls are won, but in the street 
car, in the business office, in the wayside ministry as we touch 
men while they pass along, ever ready unto good work. 


The power of the Spirit explains all these elements of ef- 


fective service. It is the baptism of the Holy Ghost alone 
which can make us ready for every good work. ahis gives 
faith, love, and every other quality of spiritual power. If 


‘the Master Himself did not begin His ministry until He could 


say, “The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, for he hath anointed 
me to preach the gospel to the poor,” surely the servant must 
be as his Lord.

.) “Beloved, I pray above all things that thou mayest prosper and be in health, even as thy soul prospereth” (Il John 2). 


’ What a remarkable prayer! What a standard it sets! 
‘Qur attention has been directed during the last few weeks 
to the subject of Divine Healing in connection with a suit 
that has been brought by the Medical Society of the State of 
The 


The 


matter has been under advisement for a good while. The 


“Supreme Court has given judgment against the Medical 
“Society and has decided that this Society has no right to cut 

off other methods of healing or denounce and condemn people 
because they do not feel conscientiously at liberty to resort 


to the ordinary medical practitioner. The case has been 
appealed and is again under judgment, and perhaps after a 
good deal of further delay another judgment will come. But 
it would seem that it would confirm the judgment of our State 
Court of Appeals because they questioned very fully the state 
law in this matter, and that law gives ample recognition to 
the private conscience and permits people to act according to 
their own scruples and judgments concerning these things. 
This is a matter of very grave public interest and has sug- 
gested the discussion in a practical way of the place which the 


- Lord's provision for our body has in our Christian life. 


The question of liberty of conscience is an important one. 
The Court of our State has decided that we have the right 
to exercise liberty of conscience and judgment in this matter 
There can be no question of the right 
of the public to this liberty of conscience and judgment. 
Ovr fathers fought for it m all the past centuries. No scien- 
tific society, no matter how benevolent, intelligent, or valuable, 

s i ‘ome_the arbiter of the human conscience 


against the prejudices of the rulers by healing people on the 
Sabbath, and recognizing it not as a mechanical, not as a 
material, not as a mere surgical matter, but as spiritual, as 
something that had to do with the will of God, the love of 
God, and the spiritual rights of our fellow men. And so 
Christ stood out for the rightness of healing on the Sabbath 
Day. The better day, the better deed. 

Then again, the true principles of Divine Healing and its 
counterfeits are suggested by this subject and ‘present a num- 
ber of very important questions that perhaps we are apt to 
overlook because we may not consider them the more spiritual 
part of the gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ. The teachings 
of the Holy Scriptures regarding our bodies, and the pro- 
vision which the Lord has made for our bodies, and the 
privileges which as Christians we have the right to claim in 
connection with the redemption of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
are a few of these questions. 

In contrast with medical science, the Scriptures teach that 
the body has been redeemed by the Lord Jesus Christ as well 
as the mind and the soul and the spirit, and that His atone- 
ment and salvation apply to our physical needs just as directly 
and just as completely as they do to the needs of our soul and 
our spirit. The Lord Jesus taught that we were redeemed 
not only from sin but from sorrow and from disease, and that 
He had come to give a complete salvation for every part of 
the human naiure which had been lost and ruined by the Fall. 
And so in His practice, as in the principles which He set forth, 
the Lord Jesus Christ always taught, although for centuries 
it has been obscured and forgotten and is today largely over- 
looked, that the healing of soul and body stand together, and 





especially in matters that concern the revelation of God’s will 
and the questions of human duty and privilege. 

' Jt is important to notice that even with the law assenting 
to liberty of conscience, there are ‘certain limitations that we 
must all allow.; there are certain exceptions to the right of 


men and women to exercise this conscientious freedom. 
“There are things that cannot be left always to private judg- 


ment and private decision. For example, in the case of epi- 


demics, there should be some. authority that shall intervene. 


to prevent the dangerous spread of contagious diseases and 


‘so far contral private action as to prevent its harming the 
general public. 


Insanity also requires not only for the sake 
of the public but for the helpless victim himself a proper 
control of ‘private liberty. Then again, professional healers 
are apt to become extreme and fanatical, and there must be 


.-an auinority that can control these things without infring- 


ing upon the proper limits of Christian liberty. 
In the next place, the question of how far Divine Healing 
isa secular and how far it is a sacred matter is an important 


_and practical one, and it is involved in all these questions. 
-In our Saviour’s day, the Pharisees. claimed that healing was 


entirely a secular matter; it was.a matter for week days and 
not for the Sabbath Day. “There are six days in which men 
On these let them come and be healed, and 
not on the Sabbath.” That was their narrow ground. They 
looked upon Divine Healing as a purely mechanical matter, 
a case of surgery or external treatment, and therefore it 
was improper to. intrude into the sacredness of God’s holy 
day by healing people of purely physical troubles. The Lord 
Jesus walked over all this narrowness, and constantly ran 


that we may claim that blessed and glorious combination which 








the Psalmist expresses in his great song of praise, “Bless 
the Lord, O my soul. . . . Who forgiveth all thine iniquities ; 
who healeth all thy diseases; who redeemeth thy life from 
destruction; who crowneth thee with. loving kindness and 
tender mercies.” One of the very first statements of the 
evangelist Matthew, in telling the story of Christ’s miracles, 
was this, “When the evening was come, he healed all that 
were sick, that it might be fulfilled that was spoken by 
Esaias the prophet, Himself took our ‘sicknesses and bare 
our infirmities.” If He was to be the true Messiah, it was 
necessary that He should live up to the character which the 
prophet had given of Him; that He should fulfil the ideal 
that the great evangelist Isaiah pointed. out, the Healer of 
disease and. the Saviour of the lost. The Lord Jesus Christ 
constantly sustained this character and was universally known | 
as the Great Physician as well as the Great Teacher. When 
He passed on and committed this ministry to His disciples, 
we find in the Epistles of the New Testament the setting 
forth of this commission by the apostle James: “Is any sick 
among you? Let him call for the elders of the church, and 
let them pray over him, anointing him with oil in the name 
of the Lord, and the prayer of faith shall save the sick.” 

At the same time, the Lord Jesus always taught the need 
of spiritual preparation for Divine Healing. He did not 
fling it broadcast as something that anybody and everybody 
could. take just because they needed and wanted it.. They 
must understand the spiritual principles that lay back of it. 
So we find on one occasion, after He had introduced His 
ministry of healing, they brought to Him one sick of the palsy, 
and they opened the roof of the building to make room to

“How 
litfle understood! How stupid: men are in all the light of 
‘God’s holy Word! : 

In contrast with Christian Science, the Holy Scriptures 
teach us very real and important truths concerning physical 
healing. This modern fad, this strange, eccentric, absurd 
product of advanced American thought, the last word in the 
foolishness of human wisdom, actually presumes to tell an 
enlightened and educated generation that our physical life 
is only a sham; that our sensations are all imaginary; that 
our bodies are but a myth, and disease is only an empty name, 
an irregularity of “mortal mind,” only a misunderstanding 
and a fear without any foundation; and if you take away the 
fear and idea of sickness, why, the whole thing is gone. 

-One is reminded of the old story of the author of Idealism, 
a-system of philosophy that existed in Europe in the days 
of David Hume.. Hume was a great teacher of the philosophy 
that nothing was real except ideas. We had thoughts and 
perceptions, but that was all. I am looking at you now, and 
I have in my brain an image of you, and I assume you are 
there, but I have just an idea that you are there; I have 
no certainty that anyone is sitting in these pews. It is all 
in my eye. When Hume died, they put this inscription on 
his monument: 


“Beneath this circular idea, 
Vulgarly called a tomb, 
Impressions and ideas rest 
. That constituted Hume.”

One of Hume's friends and fellow teachers was Bishop 
Berkeley, who had in his parish a woman who refused to be 
converted to his philosophy.

She laughed softly, saying, “O Bishop, at last you have found

Well, beloved, it is not a matter for play or sarcasm, but it 
is very sad that such multitudes of our people have been caught 
and carried away by these delusions. The Bible is a book of 
simple common sense. It recognizes’ the. fact that disease is 
real, and sin is-real. But Christ is real, too, and Christ is 
more real than the fact of sin and the fact of sickness. The 
mighty reality of His love and power over against them bears 
them away and brings us deliverance and victory. ; 

There is another counterfeit that is abroad‘today. I. think 
it is passing, but two or three years ago it was much in evi- 
dence, It is called Emmanuelism, and is a sort of combina- 
tion of medical science and Divine Healing. They managed 
to get all the religion and God out of it and a lot of science 
into it. The. substance of the teaching of Emmanuelism is. 
about this: The Lord is so benevolent, so kind, so loving 
that He will help everybody in trouble, irrespective of moral 
or spiritual conditions. Emmanuelism taught people not so 
much about a hols, separated life, as about a broad indis- 
criminate charity that looked to God and counted upon Christ 
for healing no matter how one lived. One could come with 


a headache, due to extreme excitement and worldly excess, 











"Into the same vortex of selfish worldly pleasure. 
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and just kneel down and take the Lord Jesus, the holy Re- 
deemer, who bought this blessing with His blood, to refresh 
her weary nerves and restore her worn frame, and put her 
sweetly to sleep so that she could go again the next morning 
The fatal 
feature of all this teaching is that it has no deep spiritual 
element in it. The saving feature of Divine Healing is 
that it is founded upon obedience to the Lord Jesus Christ, 
likeness to the Lord Jesus Christ, a separated and holy walk 
with Him, or, as the apostle John so finely describes it, “That 
thou, mayest prosper and be in health even as. thy soul 
prospereth. a 

What is the practical value of Divine Healing, this help 


for our bodies the Lord has promised to those who walk with — 


Him, trust Him, and obey Him? 

What a blessed thing it is to have anything that gives such 
alleviation of suffering, such an addition to the value of life. 
Oh, how I thank God that for thirty-five years He has carried 
this life of mine which was doomed to death and which the 
physicians said was so utterly exhausted that I could not 


‘live six months! Yet,for thirty-five years He has made it a per- 


fect joy, without the aid of a single stimulant or remedy, 
to do the work of more than one life with zest. How much 
it adds to our happiness, our usefulness, and our service! 

Then it gives a higher kind of life. It gives a life that does 
not want to find its gratification in the follies of the world 
but delights to pour itself out in blessing to others and 
service for the Lord. 

And then what a stimulus it is to holy living, because we can 
only have it while we walk with God. We know that if we 
abuse it, we shall lose it; if we squander it upon sensuality 
or worldliness, the Lord will take it way. It inspires us to 
a consecrated life. It makes it a delight as well as a neces- 
sity for us to pour it out for service for Him who graciously 
pours it in. 


What a witness it is for God! What a credential for the

‘of Law. Among those Romans, Law was held in such high 
“-.< honor that the echo of the Roman Code can be heard even 
“sin a British Court of Justice today. 

.,. How appropriate, then, we repeat, that Paul’s language 
“should be framed in such precise diction as would be under- 
--.stood by a Roman lawyer. Surely the sublime and logical 
“sequence of Paul’s every “therefore” and “wherefore” is a 
“true echo of their own later language of the Forum. Thus 
we learn that the Paul of Mars Hill in Greece can prove 
himself to be a Roman to the Romans, even as he was then 
nm that Athens Hill a Greek to the Greeks. As surely as the 
“home of stern law was away there in the heart of 
-Rome—law that grasped and unified the Empire with an iron 
and—even so in all the great Epistle to the Romans, the 
“word law is found dominating and dwarfing all other issues. 
The more than sixty references in Romans, for instance, to the 
-law of Sinai are so obvious that we need not now consider 
.them in detail. Such mentions of Sinai law, vital though 
‘they be, and forming as they do Paul’s basis of God’s gospel, 
“we do not dwell upon. It is with another and almost curious

‘sweepingly rejected all man’s vain boasting. Boasting is ex- 
-Cluded, not by whim, but by law—"the Law of Faith.” For

The inflexible demand of the law of emptiness is that it 
‘excludes fulness, even as brokenness and humility are eternally 
at war with pride.

stationed there for a few months. It was a pleasure to go 
back and meet some of those people to whom I had talked in 
the beginning and learn that they had found the Saviour. I 
wish you could have seen their faces. This conference was not 


so large, hetween 250 and 300 attending. There were a num-

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ber of warriors from the town, men past middle age. I re- 
member two of them, one of whom got up in the center of 
the room and’ said, “I with my own hand have killed more 
people than are in this chapel today. The sin is ever heavy 
on my heart. You have told me that Jesus can save me, and 
His blood can wash away all my sins. I have come to find 
Him.” And he found Him, and Jesus saved him. From 
that time on during that convention, just as soon as a. testi- 
mony meeting was open he would be the first to stand and tell 
that he had peace and joy in his heart because Jesus had for- 
given his sins. And another had a very similar experience. 
One young Mohammedan, one of the king’s councilors, a 
man six feet tall, came and found Jesus. He gave his testi- 
mony day after day during the conference. At the close of 
the meetings there were forty-three who professed to have 
been saved. God blessed that convention, and oh, what a praise 


_ meeting we had that last afternoon before the workers dis- 


banded as we. met together to 
praise God for His wonderful, 
wonderful salvation. 

From there we came down to 
Masimbiri, and here again God 
brought in the people. 1 think 
there were about 425 people 
present. We had a temporary 
tabernacle, which had been built 
by the paramount chief, and he 
himself came with seven of his 
many wives. It was all new to 
him, but he was feeling after 
God, and so he came. He stayed 
through nearly all the conven- 
tion. He professed to be saved. 
We do not know whether he un- 
derstood fully the price he would 


out for Jesus. We are believing 
that that was the beginning, and 
God will deal with that soul till 
he shall conie out wholly for the 
Lord. I do not know how many 
professed to be saved here, but 
there were many. Before we 
met here in conference, the 
people themselves had been 
gathering together here for sev- 
eral weeks. They had gathered 
for song service and prayer for 
“themselves. I remember one 





“night seeing eight old women kneeling down by one bench, 


praying for Jesus to forgive them their sins. I believe God 
met them and saved their souls. 

We believe this is just the beginning. We want to ask. 
you to continue to pray, to continue to give, to continue to 
send: until the whole bride shall be complete which God is call- 
ing.our from Timne and Kurankoland. 

We reach more than these people, however. It is a won- 
derful thing to be able to meet all these tribes, as they separate _ 
and go back to their different homes; carrying the gospel 
back with them: 

We have ever kept the vision before us of going over into 
the Soudan proper, and this vision is brighter before us today 
than.ever. But we must have men for this pioneer work. 
Just now we are but holding the stations till our missionaries 
who need the rest can come home. Stand with us that we
